‘The same speedometer figures, 
which tell how fast you are going, 
also tell the distance you need to stop 
when you learn to read their mes- 
sage. That’s the first rule of safe 
driving—io be able to stop in time. 
. “Here’s how the system works, 
to make any speedometer a ‘stop- 
ometer’, too. Whon the needle 
points at 50, *: ak of 55 feet. 
That’s how far the ear will travel, 
after the driver decides to stop, 
before his foot can touch the brake 
pedal. Experts call this ‘reaction 
distance’, and it varies with the 


speeds at which the car is driven. 

“When the speedometer is at 40, 
think of 44 feet; if at 30, think of 
33 feet, and so on down the scale. 
It is purely accidental that the 
figures for various speeds are such 
easily remembered numbers, so the 
figures on the dial automatically 
bring them to mind. 

“To find how much room you 
need to stop safely from 30, 40 or 
50 miles an hour, merely take the 
‘reaction distance’ and multiply by 
three. That's the space you need.

color than ever by being covered with ycllow cellophane. 

Peaches are classed into two divisions: the freestones and the 
clings. In the first, the flesh easily falls away from the stone, and in 
the second the tender flesh clings to the stone. The outside of the 
peach is covered with a fine down or fuzz, and the chief difference 
between the peach and the nectarine, which closely resembles it, is that 
the downy covering is lacking in the nectarine. | 

Peaches contain natural fruit sugar in considerable amounts and 
also provide vitamins A, B and C. They are alkaline forming and the 
dried peach is an excellent sourc¢ of food iron, supplying the iron 
needed to build healthy red blood cells. Due to the large water content, 
the peach is a cooling food and for this reason is especially palatable 

ummer.

Question: Mr. Herman C. writes: “About seven months ago my 
right heel began to pain when walking, and the diagnosis given, after 
recent x-ray pi¢tures were taken, was exostosis. The growth is about 
one-half inch or longer. Can this be removed without the use of the 
knife?” ; 

‘Answer: Spurs or exostoses of the heel are usually produced by 
the irritation rheumatic toxins and somewhat resemble the type of 
bone deposits found in arthritis. In some cases it is possibte to cause 
an absorpton of the. bone by dieting and in other cases surgery 18 
advisable. In any case, dieting should be used to cleanse the rystcm 
of the rheumatic toxins so that no tore of the spurs form.

1, Always use a non-drying pol- 
ish remover to remove old polish. 

2. File your nails with a flex- 
ible steel file or a rough emery 
board to shape and shorten them. 

3. Cleanse the nail tips with an 
orange stick, tipped with cotton 
and dipped in cuticle remover. 

4. Work the cuticles back gently 

e orange stick after soften- 
ing removér or one of the cream- 
soap preparations. 

. Cleanse the nail tips and 
bleach with a cream whitener 
pencil or soapy string. 


6. Scrub with warm soapy wa-. 


ter. Dry. 

1. Finish shaping the cuticles 
and remove the ragged edges of 
the nails with emery board. 

8. Buff your nails with dry pol- 
ish to make them smooth and to 
improve the circulation. 

9. Apply liquid polish with even 
strokes in an arc across the nail 
or from the half moon to the 
tips. Before the polish has had 
time to dry, wipe any excess color 
from the white tips with a cleans- 
ing tissue. 

10. Apply cuticle oil or “nail 
dress” around the nail and under 
the tips. 

Finish by massaging the hands 
with a softening cream or -rich 
lotion. Begin at the fingertips 
and massage all the way to your 
elbows. If you follow these rules 
faithfully, you can keep your 
hands and nails neat looking 
from one manicure to the next.

Scald 2 cups milk, add 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 2 tablespoons shorten- 
ing and 2-tablespoons sugar. Cool 
to lukewarm and add 2 cakes of 
yeast. Blend until dissolved then 
add 4% cups flour and beat urttil 
smooth. Put into a clean bowl and 
set in a pan of warm water (about 
10 degrees F. if you have a cook- 
ing thermometer). Let rise until 
very light and about twice its bulk. 

Drop from a large spoon onto a 
medium hot griddle—not as hot as 
you have for pancakes. Bake until 
the bottom crust is crisp and 
brown, turn and bake on the other 
side. About 15 minutes baking al- 
together is needed. Tear apart 
while hot and dot liberally with 
butter. Serve sizzling hot. If..any 
are left over you can toast them 
for breakfast. ’ 


Coffee Cake 
Cream together 2 tablespoons 
sugar and 2 tablespoons shorten- 
ing. Add 1 egg, well becten. Sift 2 
cups flour with 2 teaspoons baking 
powder, % teaspoon salt and 4 
teaspoon cinnamon. Add alter- 
nately to the egg and sugar mix- 
ture-with % cup rage Pour into a 
Sreased: rectangular baking pan 
sprinkle the top with %4.cup 
wh sugar that has been mixed 
with 1% teaspoon cinnamon and %4 
cup chopped nut meats. Bake in a 
moderate oven 35-40 minutes or 
until done. This makes 6 servings. 
For dessert, top with whipped 
cream,
